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by prescription, and the insolent "vaunt applied equally to the 
worldly possessions and the talents of the privileged. In England, 
on the contrary, no branch of the community can boast a mo- 
nopoly of the sweets of power. The highest pinnacle can be 
reached by the meanest subject, without the slightest damage to 
taken centuries to 
build up. Fox boasted that the foundation of the British con- 


the glorious political edifice which we have 


than impaired the solidity of the structure; he might have added, 
that its beauty is enhanced by the facilities it affords to the 
reasonably ambitious of clambering to its summit. 

For the past three centuries history has been rife with instances 
of the preferment of Englishmen to an exalted social position. 
Even the favouritisms and the corruption of the Tudors, and the 
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scandalous partialities which marked the early introduction of the 
House of Brunswick to the exclusion of the Stuart interest, did 
not altogether prevent the force of talent from making its way. 
But not until the close of the last century were the justice and im- 
| portance of encouraging ability in all ranks of the public service 
| liberally recognised; nor did the door fly open to men remarkable 
for their civil virtues until the Reform Bill of the present century 
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_erected the intelligent middle classes into a tribunal for the deter- 
mination of their claims. The war with France made statesmen, 
generals, and admirals of many of the lowly born; the great 
Thirty Years’ Peace and the mighty legislatorial and social 
changes of which it has been the parent, have given fortune and 
prominence to the humble, who preferred devoting themselves to 
the intellectual improvement, social convenience, commercial 
prosperity, and civic importance of their countrymen. 

A long roll of illustrious names is unfolded to the mind’s eye at 
the bare retrospect of what has been achieved in the various 
branches of knowledge since Napoleon‘cast himself on the “ foyer” 
of the “ peuple Britannique,’ and was restrained from a further 
disturbance of the tranquillity of Europe. Poetry, political eco- 
nomy, trade, art, sciences, literature, have all had their successful 
votaries. Scott, Wordsworth, Brougham, Watt, Wyat(ville), 

Jurtis, George Stephenson, Rowland Hill, M‘Culloch, Chambers, 
Wilkie, Lawrence, and a hundred more at random, suggest them- 
selves at once as evidences of the fortune that awaits the man of 
talent in Great Britain who sedulously devotes himself to the 
public service in any one branch he may choose to select. But 
the name that stands out in the strongest relief as an instance of 
what may be achieved by well-directed energy and great clearness 
of perception, is that of George Hudson, the Railway King —a 
man whose very soubriquet announces that he has achieved the 
highest eminence in the most important modern element of 
national prosperity and civilisation, It is a great proof of 
superior endowment to be able to step out in advance of one’s 
countrymen in this competing age, and obtain recognition of pre- 
eminence in any line of public utility. What, then, must be the 
capacity of the individual who is avowedly at the head of so 
gigantic and interesting a branch of national enterprise as the 
railway—an enterprise that has so entirely altered the relations of 
society, augmented our wealth to such an immense extent, and 
entered so completely into all the concerns of life, that the great 
distinguishing marks of the once mighty political parties of Whig 
and Tory have ceased to be regarded as worthy of consideration 
when opposed to the appeals of the candidate who inscribes 
“ Broad gauge” or “ Narrow gauge” upon his oriflamme? The 
reform of 1832 afforded free ingress to the manufacturer, and im- 
parted political consequence to the spinning jenny ; but before the 
men who can secure a branch line of railway to a borough, even 
the redoubtable representatives of the loom and the shuttle must give 
way. Before we are ten years older, the British legislature will 
be transformed into a railway Parliament, and we shall number 
Chaplins, Macgregors, and Hudsons by the hundred, as we now 
count them by the unit. 

The carcer of so remarkable a person as Mr. George Hudson 
has been often sketched, but little opportunity has been afforded 
us of speaking of him in this paper as his exalted position de- 
serves. ‘The recent extraordinary efforts made under his super- 
intendence to keep up a communication with Cambridge when 
thousands were pouring into the town have, however, supplied a 
new reason for offering his portrait; and we gladly seize the oc- 
casion of dwelling, for a moment, upon his history. 

Mr. Hudson was, we believe, born at Horsham, in the East 
Riding of Yorkshire, some forty-six or forty-seven years ago. 
His father was a small farmer in not very affluent circumstances, 
and dying while the “ Railway King” was only six years of age 
was unable to secure him the advantages of a good education. 
Had he lived, Mr. George Hudson would have been devoted to 
agricultural pursuits; but all these schemes for his future good 
being destroyed by the father’s demise, he was only too glad to 
become, in his fifteenth year, an apprentice to a linendraper in 
York. At this period, that remarkable energy which has secured 
for him so much influence and wealth, began to develope itself, 
and he became a most valuable servant to his employers, Messrs. 
Bell and Nicholson. He, however, meditated seeking his fortune 
in London, and was only deterred by an invitation, which he at 
once accepted, to become a member of the firm. Im this position 
Mr. Hudson continued until the year 1822, when death having 
gradually carried off the other partners he was enabled to direct 
the business in his own way, and soon realised a comfortable 
little property. In 1827, however, Fortune, who always favours 
the brave and the fortunate, smiled benignantly on Mr. Hudson, 
and largely added to his worldly possessions. The death of a 
distant relative, named Bottrill, gave him an inheritance of 
30,0001, which handsome sum, added to his own previously ac- 
quired wealth, placed him at once in a position to embark in pub- 
lic life. Of strong and decided Conservative politics, of excellent 
business habits, and gifted with an almost Herculean frame, he 
was soon enabled to assume a lead in all matters of interest to his 
native town. By his exertions, Sir John Lowther was returned 
for York in the face of fierce opposition, Through him the 
York Banking Company was established, and to his admirable 
and systematic management and example its prosperity is entirely 
owing. His townspeople could not be indifferent to the utility 
and the claims of such a man, and accordingly, soon after the 
passing of the Corporation Reform Act, Mr. Hudson was returned 
to the town council and elected mayor. He held the latter office 
for two years, and has since been again appointed to the dignity 
which, it is understood, will not be withdrawn from him until he 
evinces a desire to be relieved from it. 

Soon after the establishment of the York Banking Company (in 
1833) the York and North Midland Railway line was projected, and 
the people of the county then learnt that hitherto they had seen but 
little of what Mr. Hudson’s activity was really capable of accom- 
plishing. Full of confidence in what his own great energies 
vould achieve, Mr. Hudson took a great many shares in the com- 
pany, and the rest of the shareholders intimated their reliance 
upon his skill and intelligence by appointing him chairman of the 
direction. At first matters looked gloomy enough ; in fact, we 

' have seen it somewhere stated that the line was in a state of posi- 
tive insolvency. Men who had purchased shares at 100/. each 

. were Offering them for sale at 4l. and 54 per share. Mr, Hudson, 
however, did not share in the general alarm: on the contrary, he 
demonstrated his entire belief in the ultimately profitable character 
of the enterprise, by purchasing the shares of the dissatisfied pro- 
prietors, A few years sufficed to vindicate his prescience. In 


the middle of 1845 the shares of the York and North Midland had 


risen to 2151! 

The fame of Mr. Hudson’s wonderful success with the York and 
North Midland rapidly spread, and it soon became an object of am- 
bition with half the railway proprietors in the United Kingdom 
to enjoy the advantage of his co-operation, if not of his presidency. 
How he was beset for the honour of his name as a provincial com- 
mitteeman may be imagined, when it is remembered that in 1845 
not less than three hundred and thirty-two. new „Schemes were laid 
before the public as in a condition to came before Parliament, and 
a similar number had been projected before the great and final ex- 
plosion took place. But Mr. Hudson was not to be deluded into 
lending his sanction to schemes that were either impracticable, or 
of doubtful utility. Whatever advantage he might deem it legiti- 
mate to take of the gambling spirit of the moment, he did not 
suffer his high character for clearness of purpose and business- 
capacity to be tarnished by an association with hopeless adventure, 
or daring phantasm. He possibly trafficked in shares, and he 
freely gave his advice where it was sought by projectors who were 
in earnest, or speculators doubtful of their own Sagacity. But he 
always limited his personal exertions to the improvement and ex- 
tension of the lines with which he had long been connected, and to 
the occupation of the chair of the Eastern Counties Railway, an 
enterprise then only remarkable for the utter incompetency of the 
management, 

How Mr, Hudson has since gone on is fresh in the public re- 
collection. Sunderland, justly estimating the importance of being 
represented by a man of extensive practical experience in a 
branch of enterprise which threatened to absorb a large portion 
of the time of the legislature, elected him member for the borough, 
The railways under his control improved rapidly in value, and 
became remarkable for punctuality, cheapness, frequency, pan 
fort, profit, and safety. His wealth augmented with rare velocity 
and he is now as conspicuous for the rank he takes among the 
monied aristocracy, as for the position he occupies as sovereign of 
the railway world. 

In Parliament Mr. Hudson has evinced less ambition to shine 
as a general orator than as an authority upon railway questions. 
He prefers the display of practical good sense to an attempt at 
rhetorical flourishes. He speaks with ease and confidence — less 
abruptly, perhaps, than was his wont at railway and parish 
meetings, for the House of Commons brings all men to a reason- 
able level, but still with the assurance of one who is strong in his 
cause, and aware that his opinion is received with a certain 
amount of deference.

Mowmournsine, — The railway excavators upon the Monmouth 
and Hereford line, now engaged near the old Roman city, or “ Isca 
Silurium,” known to ‘moderns as ‘Caerleon, in the neighbourhood of 
Newport, have dug out from their ancient graves two massive coffins 
of stone, in which were found the remains of two human bodies, and, 
in one, an antique stone bottle, containing a thick liquid, upon which 
village practitioners in chemistry and medicine have not yet pro- 
nounced, ‘The coflins resembled huge and rudely-fashioned troughs, 
with lids of stone almost as large as the coflins. From the fact that 
a stone coffin was found near the same place by excavators some time 
since, it is conjectured that the field was atone time used as a general 
burying-place for. the inhabitants of Caerleon, whose boundaries, . 
Some 500 years ago, extended near to the spot where the coflins have 
been discovered.

It is generally reported that the state- 
ment of M‘Cabe implicates one or more women in the atrocious 
affair, and that he was the fellow who watched at the door of the 
house whilst the unfortunate inmates were being murdered by Reid. 

GREENOCK. ——A very serious accident occurred on board the Portia, 
for the Mediterranean, in coming down the river, above this port, on 
Sunday morning. It appears that whilst some spirits were being 
drawn off, they took fire, and several of the crew and the captain's 
wife were severely burned. The captain died in consequence. The 
rest of the persons injured are in the hospital here. The vessel sus- 
tained very little damage. ' 

Inverness.—An official return has been ordered of the number 
of soldiers that can be accommodated in Fort Augustus. The re- 
turn was ordered to be immediate, and it has accordingly been trans- 
mitted. A garrison of about 300 can be temporarily accommodated 
in the fort, though the buildings are in a dilapidated condition. ‘To 
quarter soldiers in Fort Augustus for ordinary military purposes 
would be absurd—the above return refers to the approaching visit of 
her Majesty. 

Inverness, — Last Thursday Mr. Rose, one of the most respect- 
able and wealthy inhabitants of the town, his son, his two daughters, 
and another gentleman, Mr. Letham, left town on that morning 
with a carriage and pair to visit the Fall of Foyers and the surround- 
ing scenery. At the rocky pass of Inverfarkeirg the road becomes 
very rugged and uneven, and the approach to the bridge is so steep 
that most travellers alight from their vehicles and perform that part 
of the journey on foot. On their way to the fall the party adopted 
this precaution; but on their return they, fatigued probably, re- 
solved to remain in the carriage. At the steep approach leading to 
the bridge, the weight of the carriage pressing upon the horses they 
grew restive, and became unmanageable. At or on the bridge a 
sudden jerk threw the youngest lady, who was seated on the top, off 
into the bed of the torrent, a height of between thirty and forty feet. 
The same jerk threw her father and the driver off; but luckily they 
fell on the bridge. One of the horses fell over, and hung struggling 
in the harness; the other retained its footing, and strove desperately 
to keep tit. Ultimately, however, it was dragged over, and falling 
undermost, was killed upon the spot. The carriage and its occu- 
pants shared the fate of the horses; it turned round in the air, and 
falling, wheels uppermost, on the poor girl who was first thrown off, 
was dashed into a thousand pieces.

‘The burgher contingents were all 
ready to take the field with the regular troops, so that we may soon 
expect to hear the result of active operations. A more minute 
survey had been made of the entrance of Buffato river, and the re- 
port made is, that with proper precautions a safe landing may be at 
all times effected. ‘This will save both time and expense to the com- 
missariat department, compared with the long and arduous inland 
journey. 

CANADA. — There is little to record in the political world. At- 
tempts have been made in both houses of the colonial parliament by 
her Majesty's opposition, to throw the Canadian cabinet into a mi- 
nority, but with equal want of success.

FOREIGN, INTELLIGENCE. 


France.—The Duke d'Aumale, while visiting his domains in the 
departments of the Nord and the Aisne, received a grand entertain- 
ment at Guise, during Which, in returning. thanks for a toast in his 
honour, the Prince declared that if Heaven granted him a son, he 
would revive in his person the ancient and historical title of Duke of 
Guise. : 

Paris journals of ‘Tuesday have been received. The strange 
ministerial bribery in progress before the French court of Peers 
proceeds. Every eye on Monday looked for M. Pellapra, whose 
return had been rnmoured the preceding day, and whose presence at 
the bar of the chamber was confidently expected. ‘The letters of 
Mad. Pellapra and its enclosures, the letter of her husband to her 
on his departure from Paris, together with the several notes of M. 
Teste, were listened to in profound silence. As the evidence gra- 
dually brought the truth to light, and as the guilt seemed by every 
fresh testimony to come closer and closer to ML. Teste, that person 
evinced the utmost cooiness and the most unflinching self possession, 
examining and cross-examining the witnesses with all the dispas- 
sionate adroitness of a counsel acting as the feed advocate of a third 
party. At the rising of the court at six o'clock M. Teste, against 
whom such a mass of evidence had been brought, appeared to be the 
least affected individual in that crowded hall. 

The bewildering doubts, the air of confident innocence with which 
the accused left the public, were soon destined tobe dispelled. Inthe 
evening of Monday the report of fire-arms was heard to issue from 
the apartments in the Luxembourg, occupied by the prisoners, ‘The 
persons in charge instantly rushed to the rooms, and found that M. 
‘Teste had attempted suicide with pistols, but without success. It 
appears that he first placed a pistol in his mouth and snapped it, 
but it missed fire. . Provided with a second, he placed the mouth of 
the barrel close against his breast and discharged jt. The ball under 
these circumstances seems not to have acquired force enough to 
enter the body. It fell to the ground, merely leaving a black mark 
on the waistcoat and the skin, but without producing any contusion, 
as was incorrectly stated in some of the published accounts. ‘The 
chancellor and the committee of the chamber appointed to conduct 
the trial, were immediately summoned. The procureur-géuéral and 
the police authorities made a proces verbal of the transaction, M. 
‘Teste was ordered to be kept au secret, with proper precautions 
against any repetition of the attempt at self-destruction, 

Svarn.—The Countess de Thomar, the lady of Cabral, the Portu- 
guese minister at, Madrid, has been delivered of a son, who was chris. 
tened at the Palace Chapel, ° ‘The Queen, as godmother, was repré- 
sented by the Countess de llamanes, After tue ceremony, her Ma- 
jesty gave an audience to the Count de ‘Thomar, and sent a magnifi- 
cent diamond parura to the countess. ‘The couple are in high favour 
at court. 

‘(he negotiation pending between the Government and the house 
of Smith and Co, for a loan of 100,000,000 of reals, has ended with- 
out any result, the English house not being satisfied with the terms 
proposed, It was believed that uo Spanish house could undertake to 
raise the money required by the Spanish Government. 

Porrucar. — Tne Marquis of Loule, and several other distin- 
guished members of the Junta, have arrived at Lisbon, ‘The Conde 
Das Antas and the Visconde Sa da Bandeira are still detained as 
prisoners, It is rumoured that the Queen, unmindful of the recent 
lesson which has been taught her, is about to recall Costa Cabral. 
Several Cabralistas have been appointed to high official situations, 
and these appointments being in direct violation of the promises 
made when foreign intervention was asked for, have given great um- 
brage. Neither has the Queen performed her promise of entering at 
once upon a constitutional course of government. A decree was 
issued on the 9th, continuing to the end of July the suspension of the 
guarantees of personal liberty, and prohibiting until that day the 
publication of newspapers and pamphlets. 

Austria. During a violent storm which burst some time back 
over Bruck the wind set four goods’ waggons in movement on the 
Southern Railway, and sent them forward towards Graetz, whence a 
train was at the time advancing. One of the guards had sufficient 
presence of mind to rush to the four waggons, and, by great exertion, 
stop them cne after the other, At the same time he raised a signal 
to the coming train to stop, which fortunately was done. ‘The “m- 
peror, hearing of his conduct, sent the man the gold medal of civil 
merit, 

Rome. —On the 3d inst. the cardinals presented to the Pope a list 
of 100 names of persons whom they recommended to be banished 
from the Roman states, ‘his his Holiness refused; and the fact 
having been notified to the people, the commotion, which had as- 
sumed an alarming character, was tranquillised. ‘The brother of his 
Holiness is to be appointed to the command of the National Guard, 
about to be organised. mer 

SMYRNA, June 90. — Piracy is still going on in the waters of Ca- 
lymnos, A few days ago three persons, who were amusing them- 
selves in a boat, fishing, were carried off and ill-treated. One, a 
native of Smyrna, was set at liberty the next day; another, two days 
afterwards, alter paying the sum of 500 piasters; the third, being the 
son of a rich man at Calymnos, has to pay 25,000 piasters before he 
will be liberated. His father sent 3C00 piasters and some rich pie- 
sents, but in vain: he must send the sum demanded, or his son will 
be murdered. All Calymnos is in arms, expecting a descent upon 
the island, Reschid Pacha has sent a corvette to the island. 

SWITZERLAND, — Letters from Berne say that the note of M. 
Guizot, approving of the conduct of M. Bois le Comte, has excited 
great indignation. The president of the Diet, it is said, has refused 
to receive the note on a point of form. The “ Gazette Catholique, 
of Lucerne, says that M. Guizot not only confirms the declarations 
of M. Bois le Comte, but poes even furtner. In fact, it seems that 
the French cabinet, in the affairs of Switzerland, formally adhere to 
the views of Austria, and take the part of the cantons of the league. 

Russta.—‘The Emperor Nicholas has just taken an important de- 
cision in a strategic point of view. He has adopted the project ofa 
vast line of railways uniting the three, capitals, Warsaw, Moscow, 

and St Petersburgh, . T'he line, of which the tete de pont will be the 
fortress of Warsaw, will complete and streugthen the system of the 
old kingdom ‘of Poland; such as the Emperor Nicholas ‘established 
it at the last insurrection in 1830.

have been thus employed, and a strange scene have they afforded, 


working with hoes at the embankments. The batteries have been 
for some time past constructing under the superintendence of 
French engineer officers, and are for the defence of the city from the 
land side, as well as from the sea. Surmises as to the real cause of 
this sudden task work of the inhabitants are of course numerous, but 
nothing that can be depended on has transpired—who the expected 
enemy is apparently remains known only to: Mehemet Ali. Some 
imagine that he has heard of the appointment of Sir Charles Napier 
to the command of the channel fleet, and as his highness has never 
forgotten the prominent part the old commodore took in Syria, 
where mounted on a donkey he led on the Turkish troops and made 
them disperse the Egyptian forces headed by Ibrahim, while subse- 
quently he appeared off Alexandria in his 74-gun ship, and dictated 
terms which were accepted, his highness has possibly come to the 
conclusion that the said channel fleet is intended to proceed to 
Alexandria, and to take possession of Egypt for the English. 

GREECE. — ‘The so-called elections hive been progressing as 
rapidly as M. Coletti has thought proper to allow the farce to be 
played. At Syra, Thebes, and the University of Athens the can- 
didates, of course the ministerial ones, have been returned. At 
‘Athens during the week one of the churches has been the scene of 
the comings and goings of a few ragamuffins dressed up to represent 
electors; and, in some instances, the same individual has voted ten 
times on the same day, appearing in anightcap to represent Panajoti 
this, and then suddenly re-appearing in a straw hat calling himself 
Georgi the other, Such is the disgust with which the inhabitants 
view this mockery of constitutional freedom, thatat no time has there 
assembled a dozen persons round the church, not an electioneering 
cheer nor a placard has been had recourse to, and M. Coletti’s 
rufan, Palikari, guarding the ballet-box, have drowsily stood alone 
from morning till night, like gorged vultures round a dead body. 
At Patras the scene has been gayer; people are richer there and less 
inclined to be bullied, so that the notorious Panas has been busy with 
his usual means of intimidation, blows and thumbscrews. Never- 
theless, the voting there has been so notoriously against the Go- 
vernment, that no doubt the standing orders to smash the ballot 
boxes will be had recourse to, if means are not found to change 
them. 

Turnkey. — Another attempt at insurrection in Albania has been 
defeated with a degree of promptitude and vigour that reflects con- 
siderable crediton the governor of Janin, Hafiz Pacha. A chief of 
the name of Djouleka had for some time been endeavouring to per- 
suade his countrymen to join him in an outbreak a Ë 
ritv of the Porte. Experience, however, having 
their undisciplined bands were no mateh for the Nizam, or regular 
troops of the Sultan, that{they had invariably been defeated in every 
engagement with them, they alleged this as a motive for remaining 
quiet on the present occasion, Djouleka, however, with a view of 
proving that the regulars were not invincible, collected a force of 
12,000 Palikaris, and made a sudden attack on a ‘Turkish military 
post at Arghyrocastro. “he result, however, proved very disastrous 
to the Albanians, who were routed with great slaughter, and who at 
last took to flight, leaving fifty prisoners in the hands of Hafiz 
Pacha. 

Monocco.—The son of the Emperor is at Fez, and endeavours to 
counterbalance by preparations for war the deplorable effect produced 
on the minds of the Arabs by the defeat and death of Caid-el- Hamar. 
Already have a thousand horses and fifteen pieces of cannon been 
sent to Tazza to oppose Abd-cl-Kader if he should assume the 
offensive. But the general opinion is, that the troops of the sultan 
will not dare to attack Abd-el- Kader, or that if the chiefs commit 
that improdence, the greater part of the soldiers of Morocco will side 
with the Emir, whose influence increases every day, and menaces the 
security of the empire. Fhe death of the kaid is thus related :— He 
was surprised in bis tent by Bou- Hamedi, brother-in-law of Abd-el- 
Kader, Some Moorish soldiers attempted tò defend him, and he 
seizing big gun, fired at Bou Hamedi, but missed him: Bou Ha. 
medi then shot him down with a pistol, and afterwards cut off bis 
head with his own hand. The Moorish soldiers four hundred in 
number,rseeing their chief dead, demanded the ‘aman * and placed 
themselves in the service of Abd-cl-Kader, All the RiT i re.

THE CURRENCY. 

WE have undertaken to prove that the unsuitable, insufficient, 
and, with reference to our fiscally burthened nation, unjust mo- 
netary system, has deteriorated, and will continue greatly to de. 
teriorate, the social condition of the people, and has led to the 
increase of crime far more than proportionably to our increasing 
population. 

We hope that in former articles we have sufficiently established 
the fact that, compared with the circulation in which the five hun- 
dred millions of the National Debt created during the war were 
contracted, we mean between 1797 to 1819, the currency of this 
country has been most strangely, most absurdly diminished by 
our rulers insisting that it should at all times be convertible into 
the scarce and precious metal gold, at the mint price of 3l. 17s. 10}d. 
per ounce. This, be it remarked, is the price of the world, a 
price regulated by the cost in labour of procuring it from the 
mines of other countries, it is entirely untaxed, and by the mone- 
tary act of 1819 it was established as the measure of value of the 
highly taxed productions to be interchanged among ‘ourselves in 
this kingdom, 

The principle on which this system proceeds is, that two and 
two will make five; but so it is ; and to this we have been com- 
pelled to conform as good subjects; but acting constitutionally, 
we have a right to object to so unreasonable an arrangement; and 
we shall be found objecting until the law is revised and altered, 
because we see that the condition to which it reduces our indus- 
trious population is that of insufficiency of employment, poverty, 
misery, social degradation, and the multiplication of crime. U 

Insufficiency of employment, because in this highly civilised 
country, this seat of intelligence, enterprise, skill, capital, and in- 
dustry, we determine to measure all the elements of national 
wealth by the quantity of a scarce commodity, gold, that we can 
attract by foreign commerce to these insular shores. Instead of 
acting upon the real principles of money, namely, that the circu- 
lating medium among ourselves, and especially in our artificial 
condition, should be the representative of value, and not value it- 
self, it was determined by the monetary act of 1819, that we should 
return to a state of comparative barbarism, and eschewing all the 
advantages of civilisation to which we had attained, we should 
abandon the principle of credit, and act as far as possible on that 
of natural value; that no industrial effort should proceed and no 
exchange of commodities, however nationally taxed, should take 
place, but what were measured by gold, or by a gold convertible 
currency. 

The passing of this Act was the day of England’s doom : ever 
since she has been retrograding, as respects the greater portion of 
the population—the operative classes, The bullionists, the so- 
called political economists of that day, said that the payment of 
the notes of the Bank of England in gold, at the fixed mint price, 
would only involve a loss to debtors, public and private, of three 
to four per cent. (Mr. Ricardo, who was one of them, before his 
death acknowledged that he had been mistaken) ; and it was found 
that thirty or forty per cent. was addéd to all contracts and en- 
gagements by the change ; those who had their means invested in 
productive occupation very soon found their property deteriorated 
to that extent; manufacturers, merchants, and traders were ex- 
tensively ruined; and so immensely increased are the numbers 
of insolvencies and bankruptcies, that scarcely a parliamentary 
session passes without its new regulations for this class. ‘The wages 
of labour are reduced enormously, far more than any reduction 
of the prices in the necessaries of life can compensate ; labour of 
the most degrading character has been imposed on women and 
children, to aid the heads of families to keep those dependent upon 
them in life; and the destitution which appears in the streets of 
this metropolis was engendered by an unseen but most cruel en- 
hancement of the power of money over that of labour, till the Ten 
Hours Factory Bill, first proposed by the wise, humane, and excel- 
lent MICHAEL SADLEn, has now at length, by the perseverance of 
Lord Ashley, the worthy member for Oldham, and Mr, Brother- 
ton, been at length carried. 

It remains for a new Parliament, acted upon constitutionally at the 
elections, to revise, nay, to overturn, the vicious legislation which 
has led to all the mischief we describe and deplore. Why, we 
ask, are not the wives and daughters of younger age not employed 
as they ought to be, in promoting the domestic comforts of those 
who are fitted by Providence for labour? Why are ‘children 
without moral and religious education forced at premature age 
into factories, while the fathers are unemployed, but that the 
prices obtained for our manufactures are reduced so low as not to 
admit of fair remuneration? ‘The reason is, that gold is made 
the great desideratum of our circulating medium, and is not 
allowed to find its market price in our currency, like every other 
commodity. : 

We have said that this state of things has manifested itself in 
the progress of crime, and we cannot better illustrate this fact 
than by referring to a table suggested to us by an intelligent cor- 
sespondent ; it is extracted from the able work of Mr. Alison, the 
historian of Europe, from which we have before quoted, entitled 
“England in 1815 and 1845, or a sufficient and contracted cur- 
rency,” which thus luminously makes out our case, not only with 
regard to crime, but to the other points on which we have en: 
deavoured from time to time to infor

It appears from this tabular statement, that in 1844, with Wheat 
at 85s. per Winchester quarter, a population of 13 millions re- 
quired and employed forty-seven and a-half millions of cash notes, 
and that the extent of our national commerce was indicated by 
the employment of about two and a-half millions of tons of ship- 
ping. - It further appears that during the year 1814 a revenue of 
upwards of seventy millions sterling was raised, with but litle 
pressure’ on the community, as is demonstratéd by the fact 


withstanding the great efforts which have been made, both na- 
tionally and otherwise, during the intervening period, to extend 
education and improve the morals of the people under a gold- 
equivalent currency, the commitments on a population not more 
than fifty per cent. increased shows an increase of crime to the 
frightful extent of more than four hundred per cent. Here is asub- 
ject for the moralist—here a fearful lesson of the effects of fixing 
the price of gold in our currency so as to grind the faces of the 
poor, while unhappily it has impaired the character of our mer- 
chants and manufacturers, leading them to seek advantages on the 
principle of “ every one for himself,” as the modern Lancashire 
manufacturer said, instead of the old and noble British principle 
of trade in former days, “ Live, and let live.” Here we see the 
demoralising effect of gold at a fixed price, and have the means of 
comparing it with the prosperity, and high honour, and high feel- 
ing which prevailed in the twenty-two years’ prior to 1819, with 
gold at its market price. This is the true and only remedy. 
The “ Pitt pound” saved the nation, and it will save it again. The 
“ Peel pound” will surely, as the late Sir Robert Peel predicted,— 
ruin the country. 

With the strong feelings we entertain on the subject, we are 
gratified most extremely to find objection to the existing monetary 
system not only taken by the whole of the daily press of London, 
except the “ Times,” but by the “ Quarterly ” and ‘ Westminster” 
Reviews, the “ Dublin University Magazine,” and by the editor 
of“ Blackwood’s Magazine ;” and truly encouraged are we to find 
the Liverpool constituency calling upon the candidates, in the 
terms we published last week, for an explicit avowal of their views 
and intentions on this all-important social question.

Oventne or rur HapnrErGu Line.—This line will be opened for 
goods traffic on the Ist of August, and for passenger traflic on the 
15th of August. 

Raitway TRAVELLING. — Passengers may now leave Glasgow by 
an express railway train at 20 minutes past 5 o'clock in the morning, 
and reach London at 9 o'clock in the evening of the same day. The 
journey from London to Berwick is now accomplished in 11 hours 
and 50 minutes; and this last week, on three several occasions, the 
distance from Berwick to Edinburgh, 58 miles, had been travelled in 
1 hour and 26 minutes. The disiance from Glasgow to Edinburgh, 
46 miles, is performed by the express train in 1 hour and 3 minties ; 
to Berwick, in 2 hours and 55 minutes; to Newcastle, in 6 hours and 
30 minutes; to York, in 9 hours; and to London in 15 hours and 
20 minutes. [n the year 1810, the shortest time in which the whole 
distance could be performed by ordinary coaching was 78 hours. 

The works of the Maldon, Witham, and Braintree Railway are 
now assuming a very business-like aspect, All the most difficult 
parts of the line have been commenced, and there are upwards of 
1000 men employed. T'he earthworks in the Braintree direction are 
for some distance completed, and a considerable length of the perma- 
nent rails laid down, ‘The bridges are now in a forward state on this 
portion of the line, and the buttresses are run up ready to receive 
the girders at the junction, where the railway passes under the Col- 
chester turnpike road. 

The Emperor Nicholas has just taken an important decision in a 
strategic point of view. He has adopted the project of a vast line of 
railways uniting the three capitals— Warsaw, Moscow, and St, 
Petersburgh. ‘This line, of which the tete de pont will be the fortress 
of Warsaw, will complete and strengthen the system of the oid king. 
dom of Poland, such as the Emperor Nicholas established it at the 
last insurrection in 1830. The country to be traversed by the line is 
generally flat, which will allow of the works being rapidly completed 
at an expense of about 100,000f. the English mile. 

The whole of the railway from Warsaw to the frontier of Austria 
is about to be opened for traflic. It will place Warsaw in commu- 
nication with the great lines of Prussia and Austria. Ina few years 
travellers will be able to proceed by railway from Moscow and St.

About two o’clock the whole 
University was assembled at King’s to receive instructions. Every man was 
strictly charged to `° keep his place, and all other not to mingle themselves with 
them:” the scholars were ordered at the Queen’s qepe to cry out “ Vivat 
Regina!” \owly kneeling, and after that, quietly an orderly to depart home to 
their colleges ; and in no wise to come to the court, or the disputations, or the 

lays.” Meanwhile the mayor and corporation had gone out to meet her 
Majesty, When they met her, “ at a little above Newnham on horseback, they 
alighted and did their duties :” the recorder made her “ an oration in English,” 
and the mayor delivered his mace, and “ a fair standing cup which cost 194, and 
twenty old angels were in it.” The mace she restored with a neat compliment ; 
the cup and its contents she handed to one of her attendants. She was then 
brought into the town, all the streets of which had been carefully covered with 
sand, except the lane from Queen’s College to King’s College, which ‘ was 
strewed with rushes, and flags hanging in divers places, with coverlets and 
boughs, and many verses fixed upon the wall.” When they came into the town 
by Queen’s College, Mr. Secretary informed her Majesty of the several orders of 
the university, and the scholars, “of what sort they were. Then when she 
had come about in the middle of where the scholars were collected, two of them 
came forth, and knelt down, and delivered two congratulatory orations one in 
prose and one in verse. The™like was done by two bachelors of arts, and two 
masters of arts. ‘ And so she was brought among the doctors, where all the 
lords and ladies did forsake their horses; and her Majesty only remained on 
horseback.” Her Majesty’s dress on the occasion was a sufficiently handsome 
one. Itis thus described by the university reporter: * She was dressed in a 
gown of black velvet pinked; a caul upon her head set with pearls and precious 
stones ; a hat that was spangled with gold, and a bush of feathers. 

Then the Queen was conducted by the mayor to King’s College, at the gate of 
which he stayed. King’s College was the chief point in the visit of Elizabeth. 
Tt was there she lodged during her stay ; ‘Trinity College is now considered to 
be the official residenee of the Sovereign when at Cambridge. When she arrived 
at King’s her Majesty proceeded at once to the chapel, which had been fitted up 
with great care and splendour for the occasion, being “ hanged with fine tapes- 
try or arras of the Queen's, from the north vestry-door round the communion- 
table unto the south vestry door; and all that place strewed with rushes.” The 
communion-table and pulpit were * hanged richly, s and on the “ south side, 
about the middle, was hanged a rich travas of crimson velvet for the Queen's 
majesty, with all other things pertaining.” At the chapel door she was received 
by all the university, and the magnates delivered to her their staffs of office, 
which she “gently and merrily re-delivered unto them.” Then, notwithstand- 
ing all the speeches she had already listened to, the university orator came for- 
ward and * kneeled down and made his oration in Latin, of length almost half 
an hour,” First he praised the “ many and singular virtues set and planted in 
her Majesty,” at which she “* shaked her head and bit her lips and her fingers,” 
and gave some good round Latin pisbes and pshaws! But when, changing his 
note, he spoke in praise of the unmarried state, she cried out, © God's blessing of 
thine heart, there continue.” Of his declaration of the antiquity of the univer- 
sity we have already spoken. When he had ended, * she commended him, and 
much rarvelled that his memory did so well serve him,” protesting that she 
* would answer him again in Latin, but for fear she should speak false Latin, and 
then they would laugh at her.” She then heard the choral service in the chapel, 
and “ praised it above all other within her realms.” As she teft the chapel" she 
* thanked God that had sent her to this university, where she, altogether against 
her expectation, was so received that she thought she could not he better.” 
Having reached the outside of the chapel, the chancellor * presented unto her 
Majesty, in the name of the university, four pair of Cambridge double gloves, 
edged and trimmed with two laces of fine gold, and six boxes of fine comfits and 
other conceits . . . wh'eh she thankfully took, and went to her chamber : ”—we 
mav (magine tolerably well fatigued with her day's entertainment. 

The pext morning, being Sunday, she again attended service at King’s, pro- 
ceeding to the chapel door under a canopy, borne by four of the oldest doctors, 
which canopy was afterwards claimed by the Qucen’s footmen “ as their fee,” 
and had to be redeemed for the college by the payment of 32. 6s. 8d. During 
service sha gat so as to be seen of all the people: the preacher had put off his cap 
out of respect to her Majesty, but when he had advanced some way in his sermon 
she sent the Lord Hunsdon to will him to put on his cap, which he did to the 
ands" and when he had ended, before he could get out,gt the pulpit, she sent 
word by the Lord Chamberlain, to him that ‘Sit was the first sermon she had 
ever heard in Latin, and she thought she should never hear a better,” lú the 
evening she again atténded the service, and when it was-over, she went “ to the 
play; * Aulularia Plauti,’ which was performed on the great stage in the body of 
the chapel. She was accompanied by a multitude of guards . . . having every 
man in his hand a toreh-staff, for the lights of the play, for no other lights were 
occupied.” The play was ended about twelve o'clock. We should now a little 
wonder at our Queen going direct from divine service on a Sunday evening to 
see a play ; but how much more if that play were performed in the body of the 
church, in the choir of which the religious service had just been gone througn ! 
The noble chapel must have presented a magnificent spectacte that evening ; the 
queen and court in the gorgeous costume of that time—-the doctors in tneir 
—ésearlet robes—the stage with its occupants—the chapel kung with the rich arras 
=the marvellous architectureall Jit up by the redfglare of the multitude of 
torches—imagination can hardly paint a more extraordinary, picture. 

On Monday morning, Elizabeth attended the disputations ‘atthe schools, to all 
of which she listened right well pleased, as she professed. Nay, when the mo- 
derators cut off some of the more prolix of the disputants, ‘she seemed to be 
offended, saying, ‘if she had the moderation, they should not be so abridged,’” 
‘To these propositions and responses the Queen appears to have patiently 
hearkened from one o'clock till seven; and at nine she attended at a play called 
Dido. On the Tuesday there were disputations again, but see was not present 
at them; but “at night, about the acenstomed bour, aud in the same manner, 
her Highness came to the play called Ezechias, in English.” 

Elizabeth had fairly won tke hearts of the university men by her aMfability, 
They had done their best to please her, and she had taken all their intentions in 
good part; and now when it was announced that she would remain here till 
‘Thursday, a day longer than was appointed, they seem to have been exceedingly 
delighted, and the saying sprung up among them that “if provisions of beer and 
ale could have been made, har Grace would have remained till Friday, so well 
pleased was she with all things.” 

Wednesday morning was spent in visiting the various colleges; in most of 
which she good-naturedly listened to the interminable orations, and received 
gifts of “gloves, and certain boxes of comfits.” This day, two books, ** bound 
in parchment covering, gilt with flowers of gold at the four corners, and knit 
with a green ribbond string,” were presented to her; one containing notices of 
the colleges, with the names of the fonnders and benefactors, and lists of the offi- 
cers and fellows, and of all who had been educated in them, and come to emi- 
nence ; the other being filled with ‘tall the verses, both of Greek and Latin, He- 
brew, Chaldee, and English, which were made of her coming, and otherwise set 
up in divers placesofthe town.” In returning towards her lodgings, as she rode 
through the streets, she “talked very much with divers scholars in Latin, and 
with Latin dismissed them.” Inthe afternoou she heard more disputations in 
St. Mary’s Church. At the end of “her entertainment,” the chancellor, 
“kneeling down, desired her Majesty to speak something to the university, and 
in Latin.” She, witn well-affected humility, refused at first, declaring, that “if 
she might speak her mird in English she would not stick at the matter; but that 
she feared to sneak in Latin before so great an assembly of learned men ; ” but 
nally she yielded to their importunities, on being assured th-t * nothing might 
ba said openly to the university in English ;” and delivered what the chronicler 
terms “a very eloquent, sententious, and comfortable oration in Latin; signify- 
ing in the same both her good-will towards learning itself, and also her great 
favour towards the learned.” When it was ended, "all being marvellously as. 
tonished . , spoke forth in open voice, ° Vivat Regina !’— but she wished 
that all who heard her oration had drunk of the flood of Lethe. And so de- 
parted cheerfully to her lodging.” The next morning she took her departure, 
having first heard several farewell orations; among others, one trom Mr. 

Thomas Preston, with whom she was so well pleased — his being a very band- 
fome man contributing, as some said, not a little to her pleasure — that she gave

Count or Common Preas.—Paice v, Betcuer,—Mr. Justice 
boltman said this was an action againstgthe returning officer for the 
borough of Abingdon, for refusing to admit the plaintiff's vote at the 
election for that borough. It appeared that the plaintilf’s name was 
only registered in the list of voters, but that he had ceased to reside 
within the prescribed district up to the time of his election. He 
however, tendered his vote, and insisted that, upon answering the 
usual questions, he was entitled to have his name placed on the poll 
The returning officer rejected the vote, and thereupon the action was 
brought. The jury, by their verdict, said that plaintiff was not en- 
titled to vote, and that the defendant, in rejecting his name, was not 
(as alleged by the plaintiff) actuated by any malicious motive. The 
verdict was therelore found for the defendant, with leave to the 
plaintiff to move to have it entered for him, damages 40s., if the 
court should be of opinion that, in the absence of malice on the art 
of the defendant, the action could be maintained against him pss 
fusing to accept the plaintiff’s vote. A rule nisi having been ob. 
tained, the case came on for argument, when it was contended for 
theZplaintiff that, according to the 6 and 7 Vic. e, 18, sec. 82, the de. 
fendant had no right to reject the vote when tendered unless the 

laintiff had failed to answer the questions as to his identity &c

Sanitary Laws, — By the 44th Edward III. tthe butchers of 
London were forbidden to slaughter cattle within the city ; and by 
the 16th of Richard 1I, the prohibition was extended to swine. We 
are at a loss to conceive of any good reason for now dispensing with 
a regulation so properly deemed necessary for the preservation of the 
public health in former times. The same may be said of furnaces 
and other sources of atmospheric pollution, which call for the like 
interference of your court and the legislature. By the 35th of Ed- 
ward the mayor of London was commanded to prevent persons from 
lighting furnaces near the Tower of London during the stay of the 
queen and nobles at the Tower, because the air, as it was alleged, is 
corrupted, and infection promoted by the insalubri.y of the air on 
account of the said furnaces. What was true in the time of Ed- 
ward I, is equally true now, and we suggest that it is scarcely less 
necessary to free the air from that infection which is injurious to 
human life, because the Queen and nobles may not now happen to 
stay at the ‘Tower of London.

Moner or areLyina Wax to Sroxe or Marnier. — Procure a 
square sheet-iron case, the sides being penetrated with holes to admit 
of a current of air; the bottom of the case to be formed of iron 
bands, similar to those used in fire-places; at each corner of the 
upper part of the case there should be blocks, also of iron, with a 
chain of iron‘ to pass over an iron ledger, which is placed between 
two tressels near the work, When this apparatus is suspended light 
a fire in the case, using in the first instance wood and coals to light 
it; then feed the fire with coals till it burns brightly.

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THEATRES. 

Rachel's triumphs at the St. James's Theatre are quite independent 
of all atmospheric opposition, Not a place is to be had witbout a 
timely bespeak when she appears in one of ltacine's or Corneille’s 
tragedies, We think her physigue has improved since she was last 
here; certainly she throws more power into her marvellously truth- 
ful delineations, and leaves her audiences completely overcome by 
the intensity of her energy and the earnestness of her despair. The 
very popular opera of Ne touches pas a la Reine, which ran all 
through the winter at the Opera Comique, Paris, has been converted 
into a drama, and is now being performed at the Princess's Theatre, 
under the title of Dying for a Kiss. An opera shorn of its music is 
generally a very meagre and weak affair, for the libretto is but too 
often a peg on which to hang a series of arias, duets, cavatinas, trios, 
and choruses. Scribe, however, seems to have taken more than or- 
dinary pains to make Ne touchez pas dramatically effective, and ac- 
cordingly the piece bears representation on an English stage with 
the simple retention of one or two of the airs, including a bolero, 
sung by Vestris as the Queen. Madame and Compton are the main 
props of Dying for a Kiss. Granby’s Minister is more of a Polonius 
than a Narvaez, and John Websters Don lacks grace and in- 
telligence, 

Tar Lyceum speculation does not answer, Mr. Levy, the tem- 
porary lessee, pending the assumption of power by Charles Ma- 
thews and Vestris has failed to attract audiences, although he has 
Played several of the pieces which were attractive during the Keeley 
régime, We believe the house will shortly close. — At the Stranp, 
on the other hand, affairs are improving, Mr. Fox Cooper has 
steadily worked against the stream, and by dismissing monster 
horses and marvellous giantesses, has brought the theatre to a re- 
spectable position, which is likely to be further improved by the 
accession of fresh comic talent, and the performance of new vaude- 
villes. ‘The weather, however, is for the present against all theatres, 
excepting the opera houses, which are filled each night, in spite of 
gas and atmospheric heat. ‘The suburban gardens are the favourite 

laces of resort; and it is only just to Messrs. Wardell, Ellis, and 
Thornton to say, that they spare neither expense nor trouble to 
supply the public with delicious al fresco entertainment at VAUXHALL, 
Cremorne, and Rosnexvitir.

The Family Atlas, or General and Physical. Geography. 
Betts, lellow of the Royal Geographical Society. 
John Betts, Strand. ; 
Geography, in past times, was treated at our schools as one of 

those sciences which it was only necessary to understand superficially, 

To know that the world is divided into four quarters, and to tell the 

relative positions of some of the capitals of Europe, was accounted a 

high degree of proficiency by the ordinary run of schoolmasters, who 

cloaked their own ignorance under the specious plea of ‘a tender re- 
gard for the feeble powers of the youthful intellect. But increased 
intercourse with the world, arising from the establishment of uni- 
versal peace, has opened the eyes of master and pupil alike to the 
very great importance of geography as an every day branch of know- 
ledge, and it is now happily rare to meet with a person who has not 
accumulated a considerable store of names of places, their situations, 
and main attributes. To the attainment of this, it cannot be denied 
that the publication of maps and atlases has essentially contributed; 
without them all the theories and descriptions are unavailing; they 
are the illustrations which make clear the obscurities of the text, 

But a map to be useful must be good ; an incorrect map is more mis- 

chievous to the student of geography than none at all. Hence it be- 

hoves us to be cautious in recommending this description of work to 
the general reader, We must either employ the highest laudation, or 
the severest condemnation, for there are no degrees of worthlessness, 

Upon the volume which heads this notice we are happily enabled to 

bestow the warmest commendation, It is, in all respects, complete. 

The greatest pains have evidently been taken to mention the names 

and indicate the exact position of every place that could be included 

in the superficies of each map, the latitudes and longitudes are cor- 
rectly laid down, and every word upon the surface has been so clearly 
and beautifully engraved as to be discernible by the weakest eye, 

To crown the usefulness of the work there is an index at the end to 

every place named, the references in which are clear, facile, and in- 

telligible, On the whole, Mr. Betts has rendered an important ser- 
vice to the travelled and the untravelled classes, and they unquestion- 
ably form, at the present day, the great divisions of society.

An Inisu PATRIARCH on THE Gameta. — Captain Edward Lloyd, 
of Beechmount, near Limerick, died on the 17th of March last.

brated African traveller Mungo Park. He lived at the Gambia 
since 1816, where his then wigwam formed the nucleus of the pre- 
sent beautiful settlement of splendid stone and brick houses now in- 
habited by a population of three thousand souls. ‘The town ean 
boast of a spacious school-house, fine streets, a noble square, bar- 
racks, a church, and Wesleyan chapel, hospital, and government- 
house, which last cost about 20,000/, He was reckoned the venerable 
patriarch of the locality, living respected and dying regretted, not 
only by his numerous children and grandchildren, colonists, native 
chiefs, and kings, but by the natives generally on the banks of the 
Gambia, far into the interior of that extensive continent. His word 
had so much influence among them, that it stayed many a sanguinary 
war, or shortened its duration. In the Egyptian expedition, in 1810, 
he was a captain in Abercromby’s army. 

A Sincutar Discovery. — The “ Union” of Mans gives an ac- 
count of the discovery, at Boisse-le-sec, of a subterranean passage, 
leading to a hall nearly fifty feet square, in the middle of which is an 
immense stone table, having above it a lamp in baked clay, suspended 
by an iron chain. Another curious discovery has taken place at 
Morellete, near Mamers. A peasant, who was digging there for 
clay, found at about six feet below the surface a chest bound with 
iron, and containing a long chain and an iron collar, and the head of 
a man, on which the skin and beard were still intact.
